HIS  YEAR,  we,  the  Class  of  ’44,  also  wish  to  be  different.  We  are,  therefore, 
dedicating  this  humble  yearbook  to  Father  O’Loane,  our  former  principal,  who 
accomplished  so  much  in  so  few  years  here  at  Aquinas. 

When  we  enrolled  at  this  school,  Father  was  the  first  one  of  the  faculty 
whom  we  met.  Once  meeting  him  we  knew  that  our  stay  here  would  be  a 
pleasant  one  for,  in  meeting  him  we  met  a  person  bubbling  over  with  personality,  clothed 
with  a  saintly  countenance,  easy  to  talk  to  and  a  friend  of  all  the  boys.  Throughout  the 
years  we  learned  to  love  him  and  know  him  better.

Of  his  past  we  know  little,  only  that  he  was  born  and  reared  in 
Canada;  that  during  the  last  World  War  he  served  as  a  flyer  in  the  Royal  Canadian  Air 
Force  overseas.  After  the  war  he  chose  the  priesthood,  joining  the  Basilian  Fathers,  be¬ 
coming  a  teacher  of  Religion  and  mathematics.  After  teaching  in  Assumption  College 
High  School  in  Ontario  and  serving  as  principal  at  St.  Thomas  High  School  in  Houston, 
Texas,  he  came  to  Aquinas  as  the  first  Basilian  to  be  principal  of  this  institution.  While 
at  Aquinas  he  strove  for  the  betterment  of  the  school  and  for  the  establishment  of  friendly 
relations  with  the  Public  Schools  of  this  city.  Aquinas  did  play  and  compete  with  the 
Public  Schools  and  will  continue  to  do  so  in  the  future.  All  that  he  worked  for  he 
accomplished. 

Is  it  any  wonder  that  we  selected  him  as  the  subject  of  our  dedication.  Father 
O’Loane  to  us  is  a  very  saintly  man,  very  intelligent,  with  a  smile  always  upon  his  face 
and  a  warm  thought  for  every  one  in  his  heart.

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RECOLLECTIONS 


A  year  of  many  events  was  in  the  future  for  the  class  of  ’44  when  Father  Duggan 
assumed  the  principalship  of  Aquinas.  An  all-time  high  attendance  of  1221  students 
looked  on  while  Bishop  Kearney  said  Mass  and  awarded  114  St.  Thomas  Club  sweaters 
on  September  10.  The  first  Maroon  and  White  under  the  helm  of  Frank  Boehm  came 
out  on  September  29.  Our  class  president,  Jerry  Moffett,  made  his  first  appearance  when 
he  acted  as  master  of  ceremonies  at  the  first  pep  assembly  to  start  off  the  football  season. 

The  comedy,  "Arsenic  and  Old  Lace,”  rocked  the  auditorium  of  Aquinas  on  Oc¬ 
tober  26  and  27  with  the  Maroon  and  White  swingsters  making  their  first  appearance  of 
the  year.  November  3  to  8  saw  Aquinas  students  sweat  over  their  first  quarterly  exams. 

Then  came  the  big  event  of  the  year,  Aquinas  Night,  November  29.  This  was  the 
conclusion  of  a  successful  stadium  campaign  which  raised  $13,000  dollars.  This  campaign 
was  ably  assisted  by  the  newly  organized  Fathers’  Club  who  elected  their  first  officers  on 
November  18. 

Our  famed  football  team  ended  a  successful  season  with  a  count  of  five  wins  and 
one  loss  by  defeating  St.  Joe’s  by  the  count  of  53  to  13.  The  appreciation  for  the  fine 
work  of  this  team  was  shown  by  the  large  turnout  at  the  Victory  dance  on  November  14. 
Late  in  November,  the  Franklin  hoopsters  fell  to  the  superior  Aquinas  basketball  team 
27  to  22.  It  will  be  a  long  time  before  the  single  game  total  of  34  points  netted  by  Joe 
Culhane  this  year  at  Batavia  will  be  beaten. 

December  saw  Frank  Leahy,  the  famed  coach  of  Notre  Dame  as  guest  at  a  banquet 
at  Aquinas.  Vincent  Lang,  an  Aquinas  senior  of  ’44,  was  the  first  in  the  city  to  be  en¬ 
listed  in  the  V-5  Naval  Aviation  program.  Many  others  from  Aquinas  followed  him. 
Then  on  the  28th  of  December,  a  banquet  was  held  at  the  Seneca  Hotel  for  the  Seniors 
who  were  to  graduate  in  January.  This  group  of  35  was  the  first  of  its  kind  to  be  grad¬ 
uated  at  Aquinas  in  January.  Aquinas  lost  a  valuable  piano  player  in  this  group,  Jack 
Sullivan. 

From  January  13  to  the  21,  the  midterm  exams  were  in  full  progress.  Results  showed 
that  Clarence  Amann  headed  the  seniors  with  an  average  of  95.2%.  These  exams  were 
then  raked  over  the  fire  when  the  faculty  and  parents  of  the  seniors  met  on  January  24. 
Under  the  direction  of  John  Whitley  the  bond  drive  reached  a  successful  conclusion  with 
"Doc”  Mutter,  the  chief  bond  solicitor.  Jim  Acker  did  an  excellent  job  in  the  lead  of  the 
senior  play  "Tommy.”  During  January  Aquinas  bade  farewell  to  Father  Onorato,  who 
left  to  be  a  chaplain  in  the  U.  S.  Navy. 

With  the  greatest  spirit  ever  seen  supporting  their  basketball  team,  Aquinas  wit¬ 
nessed  a  defeat  by  the  Madison  cagers  with  the  score  36  to  35  speaking  for  itself.  Clarence 
Amann  and  Salvatore  Romeo  proved  to  be  the  school’s  best  orators,  when  they  won  the 
school  finals  on  March  9.  Joe  Kane  studied  hard  for  the  tuberculosis  test,  but  the  best 
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he  could  get  was  a  needle  on  March  14.  About  100  seniors  took  the  V-12  and  A-12  test 
on  the  next  day.  The  famous  Alaskan  Jesuit,  Father  Hubbard  spoke  and  showed  movies 
on  March  27  about  Alaska  and  the  Aleutians.  The  basketball  team  wound  up  the  season 
with  fifteen  wins  and  four  losses  by  defeating  Canisius.  Also  during  this  month  a  second 
group  of  seniors  donated  their  blood  for  the  soldiers  and  sailors  at  the  fronts. 

The  Lenten  season  at  Aquinas  was  ended  successfully  with  a  retreat  conducted  on 
April  4  and  5  by  Father  Hussey.  Then  like  a  bolt  of  lightning  during  the  Easter  vaca¬ 
tion  five  of  our  seniors  left  for  Princeton  University  under  the  A-12  program.  Among 
them  were  two  class  officers,  Tom  Hanlon,  vice-president,  and  Richard  Erb,  treasurer. 

At  the  Mission  Bouts  three  seniors  copped  titles.  All  of  them  Dominic  Critelli, 
Don  O’Connell  and  Bob  Cannan,  outpointed  their  foes.  Norton  and  Freed  are  to  be 
commended  on  their  excellent  performance  in  the  Variety  Show  on  April  27  and  28. 
The  baseball  team  opened  the  month  of  May  with  a  contest  between  "the”  team  and 
Spencerport.  On  the  evening  of  the  9th,  the  Senior  and  Junior  bands  and  the  Glee  Club 
gave  forth  with  some  excellent  music,  presenting  their  annual  concert.  The  17th  of  May 
was  probably  the  busiest  day  at  Aquinas,  with  its  members  enjoying  both  the  famous 
Mission  Day  in  the  afternoon  and  then  the  Spring  Dance  in  the  evening.  May  ended  with 
the  usual  Memorial  Day  holiday. 

The  final  stretch  included  the  Senior  banquet,  the  final  Regents  and  school  exams, 
the  Senior  ball  at  the  Collegiate  Club  with  the  music  of  a  well-known  city  band  on  the 
23rd  and  then  the  long  awaited  day  .  .  .  Commencement,  June  25.

AGAIN  at  the  end  of  this  year,  1943-44,  the  Aquinas  music  department  has  proven 
to  have  had  a  successful  year  with  its  brilliant  achievements.  Under  the  most  com¬ 
petent  leadership  of  Mr.  Raymond  J.  Hasenauer,  the  Aquinas  Senior  and  Junior  Bands, 
the  Glee  Club,  and  the  Maroon  and  White  Swingsters  have  attained  perfection  without 
doubt.

We  who  have  studied 
under  him  will  keep  with  us  through  our  lives  the  knowledge  and  love  of  music  which 
he  has  infused  into  our  souls. 

We  of  the  music  department  wish  to  extend  sincere  gratitude  to  Mr.  Hasenauer  for 
musical  opportunities  bestowed  upon  us. 

Many  of  us  will  discontinue  organized  music  after  we  leave  Aquinas  but  few  will 
continue  to  progress  further  in  the  field  of  music.  We  of  the  music  department  wish 
to  thank  also  the  school  in  providing  us  a  background  of  the  best  of  music.  Without 
our  splendid  music  department  here  at  Aquinas,  we  would  indeed  leave  out  a  great  pro¬ 
portion  of  our  school  life.  In  this  year  of  43-44,  we  hope  that  we  have  lived  up  to  the 
standards  and  traditions  set  up  by  previous  years. 

It  is  true  that  the  present  world  situation  has,  to  some  extent,  limited  our  progress. 
Our  Senior  Band  and  Glee  Club  were  not  able  to  make  trips  to  music  festivals  in  distant 
cities  nor  could  we  represent  Aquinas  at  out-of-town  football  and  basketball  games.

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"ARSENIC  AND  OLD  LACE” 

ONE  of  the  most  formidable  hits  of  the  contemporary  stage,  Joseph  Kesselring’s 
now  famous  comedy  "Arsenic  and  Old  Lace,”  was  enacted  by  the  students  of 
Aquinas  with  the  noble  assistance  of  Nazareth  and  Mercy  on  the  nights  of  October 
26  and  27. 

There  never  has  been  anything  quite  like  "Arsenic  and  Old  Lace”  for  this  crime 
drama,  or  rather  farce,  has  a  completely  comic  approach. 

The  murders  in  this  unique  tale  are,  of  course,  utterly  separated  from  reality  and 
they  achieve  a  fantasticality  that  is  wildly  uproarious.  As  it  happens  they  are  so  prodigal 
in  number  that  the  final  scare  is  left  in  doubt  until  just  before  the  curtain  falls  when  the 
audience  is  given  good  reason  to  believe  that  the  two  lovable  old  ladies  are  about  to 
become  winners. 

The  Brewster  sisters,  handled  magnificently  by  Jane  Jones  and  Helen  Uehel,  re¬ 
spected  by  all  their  neighbors  in  Brooklyn,  including  the  clergy  and  police,  have  poisoned 
twelve  homeless  old  gentlemen  out  of  the  kindness  of  their  hearts  and  buried  them  in 
the  cellar  of  the  old  Brewster  House.  A  burial  is  read  in  accordance  with  the  church 
affiliation  of  those  who  have  been  gently  murdered  by  offering  each  of  them  a  glass  of 
elderberry  wine  into  which  has  gone  some  lethal  concoction. 

Their  maniacal  brother,  Jonathan  Brewster — Edward  Freed — conveniently  returns 
after  a  lengthy  absence  just  as  they,  the  "Aunties,”  are  going  to  conduct  a  service  for 
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their  twelfth  victim  and  convinces  them  that  he  has  an  undisputed  round  dozen  victims 
to  his  credit  and  he  also  claims  a  victim  in  South  Bend,  which  his  associate  in  crime, 
Dr.  Einstein— Patrick  Rooney — insists  on  writing  off  the  list  on  the  technically  that  death 
came  from  natural  causes. 

Weaving  in  and  out  of  this  plot  is  Mortimer  Brewster,  a  young  dramatic  critic,  who 
finds  his  hands  full  when  he  learns  what  is  going  on  in  the  Brewster  House.  This  highly 
dramatic  part  was  enacted  magnificently  by  the  only  veteran  of  our  stage,  Tom  Keenan. 

Teddy  Brewster,  A1  D’Agostino,  as  President  Teddy  Roosevelt,  punctuates  the  play 
with  exceedingly  amusing  circumstances. 

The  remainder  of  the  cast  should  also  be  congratulated  for  its  superb  work  in  mak¬ 
ing  this  play  a  success  which  we  feel  was  done  mainly  through  Mr.  Dolan’s  efforts.

WITH  uproarious  laughter,  the  student  body  and  their  friends  left  the  Aquinas 
Auditorium  realizing  that  they  had  been  the  superb  histrionic  ability  of  the  Senior 
Class  proven  when  they  had  presented  to  them  on  Tuesday  and  Wednesday  evenings, 
February  fifteenth  and  sixteenth,  the  play  "Tommy”  by  Howard  Lindsay  and  Bertrand 
Robinson.  Under  the  flawless  direction  of  Mr.  Edwin  J.  Dolan,  who  pronounced  "Tom¬ 
my”  to  be  the  funniest  play  ever  to  be  produced  at  Aquinas,  the  cast  added  another  star 
to  Mr.  Dolan’s  hall  of  fame.  As  an  expression  of  their  appreciation,  the  Thespians  pre¬ 
sented  to  him  at  curtain  call,  a  gift  certificate  for  a  new  felt  hat,  accompanied  by  a 
miniature  fedora  as  a  souvenir. 

Having  won  the  esteem  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Thurber,  bashful  Tommy  tries  to  score 
another  triumph  by  marrying  Marie,  who  is  under  the  dominating  influence  of  her  par¬ 
ents,  whose  affections  for  Tommy  are  very  pronounced,  toys  between  marrying  him  or 
Bernard,  a  self-confident  auto  salesman.  Uncle  Dave,  political  boss  of  the  town,  tries  to 
apply  politics  to  Marie’s  love  life  by  acting  very  friendly  toward  Bernard  and  snubbing 
Tommy.  His  true  feelings,  however,  are  found  to  be  reversed.  Mingling  in  and  out  of 
the  main  plot  is  the  competition  between  Mr.  Thurber  and  Tommy  for  the  sale  of  a 
certain  piece  of  property  to  the  city.  When  everything  is  going  splendidly  for  Tommy, 
difficult  circumstances  arise  and  Marie’s  affection  comes  to  the  point  of  getting  ready  to 
elope  with  Bernard.  Uncle  Dave  saves  the  day  when  he  explains  the  entire  situation  to 
the  Thurbers;  immediately  Marie  marries  Tommy. 


The  lead,  Tommy  Mills,  whose  willingness  to  please  everybody  caused  him  much 
worry,  was  brilliantly  portrayed  by  James  Acker,  a  newcomer  to  the  Aquinas  stage.  William 
Creary  and  George  Thorne  manifested  their  ability  in  their  respective  roles  of  Bernard, 
the  hard  loser,  and  Dave  Tuttle,  the  political  boss  of  the  town,  while  Robert  Norton 
aptly  enacted  the  part  of  Mr.  Thurber,  whose  avidity  for  cigars  and  cross-word  puzzles 
produced  the  rollicking  laughter  that  virtually  shook  the  school.  In  their  supporting 
roles,  Paul  Bray  as  Judge  Wilson,  and  Thomas  Brown,  as  his  son,  Willie,  proved  vital 
assets  to  the  play.  The  girls,  headed  by  Jayne  Marie  Jones,  who  upheld  her  part  as  an 
experienced  Thespian  known  to  all  of  us,  and  supported  by  Olga  Voss  as  Marie’s  mother, 
and  Mary  Lou  Thaney  as  Mrs.  Wilson  performed  their  parts  so  commendably  that  they 
looked  quite  at  home  on  the  Aquinas  stage. 

We  wish  to  express  our  thanks  to  the  members  of  the  Stage  Crew,  who  worked 
ceaselessly  to  put  the  play  over,  and  also  to  Mr.  Hasenauer  and  the  Maroon  and  White 
Swingers  for  providing  such  enjoyable  music.

AQUINAS  MISSIONS 

A  large  crowd  of  sixty  men  of  Aquinas  assembled  on  September  30  in  Room  310. 
Their  aim  was  to  select  a  capable  leader  for  one  of  the  largest  Aquinas  organizations — 
the  Mission  Unit.  That  they  did  with  the  assistance  of  their  director,  Father  Haffey,  by 
selecting  Tom  Brown. 

From  that  time  on,  Bill  Burke,  Ray  Bergan,  and  John  Heeks  could  be  seen  reaping 
in  the  many  dollars  that  generously  poured  forth  from  the  pockets  of  Aquinas  students, 
until  an  amount  that  came  close  to  five  thousand  dollars  was  reached. 

Much  of  this  enthusiasm  resulted  from  the  many  mission  assemblies  that  inspired 
and  spirited  the  boys.  The  first  assembly  welcomed  Master  Sergeant  Melville  Gessner, 
U.S.M.C.,  who  pointed  out  that  "the  Marines  are  not  always  the  first  to  land — the 
missionaries  get  there  first.”  Also  on  that  same  program  was  Father  Fullerton,  C.S.B. 
who  expressed  his  gratitude  for  the  loyal  Aquinas  support  of  the  missions.  At  another 
assembly,  a  Maryknoller,  Father  McKay,  gave  an  inspiring  talk  on  foreign  missions.  This 
assembly  concluded  with  Lt.  Freddie  Blum,  U.S.N.R.,  emphasizing  the  value  of  prayer. 
Father  Meeus,  who  was  born  in  Belgium,  but  is  a  naturalized  citizen  of  China,  split  the 
sides  of  the  Aquinas  listeners  with  his  "corn”  in  putting  across  the  need  of  prayer  and 
money  to  the  Missions  in  China.  His  point  was  more  so  emphasized  as  a  result  of  the 
movies  that  he  showed. 

April  21  saw  the  finals  of  many  days  of  elimination  in  the  Mission  bouts.  Headed 
by  Steve  DiGiroIamo,  who  also  took  charge  of  the  Mission  football  pools,  the  committee 
ran  the  whole  program  smoothly  and  efficiently  to  the  final  bell.  The  other  popular 
Mission  event  of  the  year,  Mission  day  with  all  its  sports,  exhibits,  and  entertainment 
went  across  with  huge  applause  by  all  who  witnessed  it. 

This  year  of  1944  also  witnessed  one  of  the  greatest  mission  enthusiasts  at  Aquinas 
leave  to  be  chaplain  for  the  U.  S.  Navy.  Aquinas  missions  will  feel  deeply  the  loss  of 
Father  Onorato,  but  his  success  in  helping  our  boys  at  the  front  will  be  greatly  aided  by 
the  many  prayers  offered  daily  for  him. 

To  be  thanked  now  at  the  conclusion  of  this  very  successful  Mission  year  are  the 
faculty  and  students  of  Aquinas  who  fervently  prayed  and  feverishly  gave  for  those  poor 
over  the  world  that  need  their  help.

Opening  the  ’43  season  against  an  outmanned  but  not  outfought  foe,  the  "Irish” 
thundered  over  their  first  opponent,  the  silver  and  blue  from  Oswego.  The  attack  was 
led  by  the  terrific  blocking  and  running  of  the  first  two  teams  with  other  tallies  added  by 
the  reserve  forces.  Hard  drives  off  tackle  by  Paul  Riedman  and  Don  Diehl,  and  the 
passing  of  John  Landry  netted  three  scores,  enough  to  beat  the  silver  and  blue;  but  two 
more  tallies  were  later  added  to  end  the  game  32 — 0.  In  this  initial  fray  the  Maroon 
clad  gridders  showed  power,  depth  and  scoring  ability  which  proved  consistent  throughout 
the  season. 


AQUINAS— 12;  HOLY  FAMILY— 6 

On  the  following  Sunday,  the  most  powerful  team  ever  assembled  by  Holy  Family 
gave  the  Dewey  Avenue  boys  their  first  real  scare.  A  see-saw  battle  that  was  deadlocked 
6 — 6  in  the  third  period  as  a  result  of  a  sixty-yard  gallop  by  Yapovick,  the  flashy  Auburn 
fullback,  was  changed  by  the  ferocious  line  ripping  runs  of  Fullback  "Moose”  Cannan, 
who  ended  up  in  paydirt,  to  score  the  winning  touchdown.  Line  play  by  Fitzgerald  and 
Bracci  was  outstanding  in  as  much  as  other  scoring  threats  by  Holy  Family  were  cut  short 
by  their  timely  tackles. 
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AQUINAS— 32;  C.  B.  A.— 0 

Due  to  injuries  suffered  from  the  preceding  games,  Coach  Sullivan  sidelined  his 
regulars  and  called  upon  his  potent  reserves  to  face  the  traditional  foe  from  Syracuse, 
C.B.A.  After  a  slow  star  that  was  interrupted  by  an  interception  by  Tommy  McNamara, 
the  second  string  center,  resulting  in  a  score,  the  "Irish”  found  their  footing  on  the 
muddy  turf  and  then  displayed  sensational  running,  kicking  and  passing  to  culminate  a 
32 — 0  score.  Incidentally,  this  score  is  one  for  the  record  books  in  that  it  was  the  first 
time  in  twelve  years  of  playing  that  C.B.A.  was  ever  so  thoroughly  taken  over. 

AQUINAS— 14;  CANISIUS— 0 

Marching  into  the  Edgerton  Paddock  seventy  strong,  the  veteran  studded  lineup  of 
the  Canisius  Knights  started  the  game  with  a  surge  downfield  that  was  halted  when  the 
mighty  "Irish”  rose  up  to  stop  their  heavier  opponents  in  the  "Stonewall  Jackson” 
manner.  Looking  for  a  fumble,  both  teams  punted  the  slippery  pigskin  until  finally,  End 
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Tom  O’Hara  fell  on  a  blocked  kick  in  the  shadow  of  the  goal  line.  Taking  advantage 
of  the  situation,  Cannan  plunged  his  way  to  a  touchdown.  Another  score  came  later  with 
George  Hart  adding  both  single  points.  It  would  be  difficult  to  name  the  outstanding 
player  of  the  game  because  every  man  was  at  his  best,  but  Canisius  will  long  remember 
the  end  playing  of  O’Hara,  Hart  and  Culhane.

Traveling  to  Elmira  a  squad  of  twenty-seven,  the  least  ever  to  represent  Aquinas, 
the  undefeated  "Irish”  met  the  mighty  blue  from  Elmira,  the  Eastern  interscholastic 
champs  for  ten  years.  Taking  the  field  against  a  terrific  wind  that  grounded  all  passing 
attempts,  the  boys  from  Elmira  took  over  after  Aquinas  had  kicked  and  from  then  on,  it 
was  Gusch  and  Elmira.  Except  in  the  third  period  when  Don  Diehl  danced  along  the 
sidelines  for  forty-one  yards  to  score  standing  up,  the  "Irish”  were  kept  in  check  for  the 
entire  ball  game.  Steve  Di  Girolamo,  playing  his  second  year  as  first  string  center,  and 
thus  his  second  game  against  Elmira  was  sensational  in  the  true  sense  of  the  word.  The 
sturdy  pivot  man  spent  the  afternoon  stopping  runs  at  line  of  scrimmage,  but  because  he 
was  practically  alone  his  efforts  were  in  vain.  Elmira  will  long  remember  and  little  forget 
the  play  of  this  typical  Sullivan-coached  center.

Determined  revenge  of  the  setback  the  week  before  was  the  story  against  St.  Joe. 
For  the  many  seniors  who  for  the  last  time  would  don  the  Maroon  and  White,  it  couldn’t 
have  been  a  more  perfect  ending.  Playing  a  tight  battle  in  the  first  half  that  ended 
20 — 14,  with  Aquinas  on  the  long  end,  the  ’  Irish”  rushed  from  the  locker  room  after 
an  inspiring  talk  by  Coach  Sullivan  and  opened  their  bag  of  tricks.  With  spinners,  fake 
punts,  lateral  passes  and  sparkling  runs  by  Landry,  Diehl,  Riedman  and  O’Hara,  the 
Dewey  Avenue  boys  found  themselves  far  ahead  of  the  "windy  city”  boys.  This  was  the 
greatest  score  ever  amassed  by  an  Aquinas  team  and  the  game  itself  will  be  one  that  will 
stand  out  in  the  minds  of  the  seniors  who  played  and  the  spectators  who  witnessed  it.

I  RIGHTING  to  the  last  second  every  time,  the  Aquinas  five  came  out  victorious  15  out 
of  19  times.  To  say  the  least,  it  was  a  very  successful  season.  A  team  that  finishes 
on  the  short  end  of  only  four  decisions  must  be  a  team  packed  with  offensive  and  defensive 
dynamite. 

From  the  start  of  the  season  to  the  end,  it  was  Joe  Culhane,  Tom  O’Hara,  Bill 
Graham,  Don  Diehl,  and  Junnie  Costigan  in  there  for  the  first  tip-off.  Close  behind  this 
first  five  came  Steve  DiGirolamo,  Bob  Cook  and  Dick  Quinlan.  These  three  saw  much 
action,  getting  in  almost  every  game.  Any  other  season  would  have  seen  them  holding 
down  first  string  positions,  but  this  year’s  "bumper  crop”  of  crack-shots  never  gave  them 
a  chance  of  playing  steady  on  the  starting  five.  The  case  of  Dan  Kinney  was  really  sad. 
This  "kid”  played  good  ball  for  three  years,  but  was  never  even  noticed  because  of  the 
presence  of  "Ole  Joe”  Culhane.  Sparky  Joe  Adams  came  into  his  own  in  the  last  three 
games,  and  proved  himself  a  real  "pillar  of  strength”  on  which  Coach  Mort  Leary  can 
build  his  ’44-’45  quint. 

The  things  we  will  all  remember  about  these  fellows  are: 

Joe  Culhane — 6'  3" — 180  lbs. — Highest  scorer  in  over  10  years.  Highest  single 
High  School  total  for  the  year  in  this  part  of  the  country  (34  points  against  Batavia). 
Scored  212  points  in  16  games  for  an  average  of  13  points  per  game.  Controlled  the 
boards  even  in  the  presence  of  men  who  went  as  high  as  6'  7".  Most  deadly  pivot  man  in 
Rochester.  Made  eight  straight  baskets  in  the  Batavia  game.  Most  publicized  player  in 
the  High  School  ranks.  A  big  smile  on  his  "Baby”  face.  Truly,  a  great  guy! 

Tom  O’Hara — 6'  1" — 170  lbs. — Headstrong  as  a  mule,  "Tammy”  could  always  do 
the  impossible.  Was  second  highest  scorer  with  an  average  of  8  points  for  19  games.  Had 
a  great  fighting  heart,  which  could  be  depressed  but  never  subdued.  Smiled  at  the  "Refs” 
when  he  wanted  to  argue.  Best  ball  handler  on  the  club.  Never  missed  a  cut  shot.  De¬ 
veloped  a  leaping,  twisting  shot  from  in  close  that  was  exceptionally  accurate.  Best  foul 
shooter  on  the  squad. 


Bill  Graham — 5'  9" — 170  lbs. — Made  up  in  quick-thinking  what  he  lacked  in  speed 
afoot.  Excellent  defensive  man.  Wonderfully  conditioned  athlete.  Was  seldom  put  out 
of  game  on  fouls,  yet  "his  man”  never  got  over  6  points.  Bill  was  the  ideal  Captain, 
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having  poise,  ability,  coolness  and  basketball  sense.  Capitalized  on  his  ability  to  stop  quick 
to  lose  a  player.  Played  for  three  years  with  an  ingrown  toenail  that  would  have  kept 
most  players  on  the  bench.  Could  take  a  "razzing”  with  the  best  of  them.  Was  never 
influenced  by  newspaper  praise.  Never  played  for  fun,  but  for  keeps. 

Don  Diehl — 5'  10" — 160  lbs.  Fastest  man  on  the  squad.  Deadly  on  set  or  "pop” 
shots.  Developed  a  one-handed  shot  towards  the  end  of  the  season.  After  a  very  success¬ 
ful  season  in  his  Junior  year,  Don  couldn’t  quite  hit  his  stride.  Was  an  advocate  of  the 
"open-style”  game.  Inability  to  stop  quickly  kept  him  from  being  a  terrific  scorer.  One  of 
the  few  to  combine  "brains”  and  "brawn.”  Among  the  most  popular  men  on  the  squad. 
Hard  luck  kid  of  the  year.  A  sportsman  through  and  through. 

Junnie  Costigan — 5'  10" — 153  lbs.  Junnie,  as  he  was  affectionately  called,  was  the 
baby  of  the  squad.  Was  an  accurate  passer,  constant  "digger,”  unerring  cut-shot  artist, 
and  a  tough  bird  to  stop.  Junnie  is  a  fine  example  of  the  result  of  constant  and  diligent 
practice.  When  he  made  the  "Reserves”  in  his  Sophomore  year,  he  had  little  ability. 
Possessing  a  huge  pair  of  hands,  he  could  "palm”  a  ball  as  well  as  anyone.  Was  a  ter¬ 
rific  drawing  attraction  for  the  opposite  sex.  Was  cool  under  fire.  Absorbed  basketball 
knowledge  as  a  spronge  absorbs  water.  By  far  the  laziest  man  on  the  squad. 

Steve  DiGiroIamo — 5'  11" — 185  lbs.  Four  years  on  the  squad,  two  years  as  sixth 
man,  was  Steve’s  record.  Had  the  greatest  competitive  heart  seen  around  here  in  a  long 
time.  Always  a  team  man,  never  complained  about  his  position.  Had  exhaustive  energy. 
Nick  Zona,  coach  of  the  Franklin  High  team,  said  that  Steve  was  the  smartest  player  he 
had  seen  this  year.  Dished  out  plenty  under  the  boards.  Not  being  exceptionally  fast, 
he  depended  on  his  momentum  to  carry  him  through.  Good  natured  and  confiding, 
Steve’s  main  job  was  to  quiet  the  team  down.  He  never  failed.  A  swell  all-around  fellow, 
Steve  was  unselfish  in  his  motives,  playing  always  for  "Aquinas”  and  never  for  "Steve.” 

Dick  Quinlan — 5'  8" — 135  lbs.  "Rocco”  was  the  most  faithful  man  on  the  squad. 
Never  complained,  even  though  his  seat  was  full  of  slivers.  Was  a  dependable  substitute 
for  anyone.  Was  not  particular  in  his  shots;  he  could  make  them  all.  Though  of  frail 
form,  he  could  take  plenty  and  dish  out  more.  Rocco  was  a  bit  weak  on  the  defense,  but 
made  up  for  this  in  speed,  accuracy,  passing,  timing,  and  down  right  spirit.  Always  good 
for  a  laugh-a-minute  after  practice.  Took  defeat  harder  than  any  other  man  on  the  Club. 
Always  looking  at  the  "bright  side,”  Rocco  was  the  typical  Irish  gentleman. 
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Bob  Cook — 5'  8" — 138  lbs.  "Dead-eye”  Bob  could  do  anything  with  a  basketball 
but  hatch  it.  Though  he  didn’t  score  much,  he  was  always  dangerous.  Quick  afoot,  he 
was  an  excellent  man  in  the  "fast-break.”  Could  get  set  for  a  shot  faster  than  anyone 
else  on  the  squad.  Was  a  smart,  steady  player  with  uncanny  ability  to  intercept  passes. 
Depended  on  a  very  deceptive  fake  to  lose  "his  man.”  Could  shoot  equally  well  with 
either  hand.  Was  hampered  all  year  with  a  bad  ankle.  Bob  was  the  "laughing  boy”  of 
the  Club. 

Dan  Kinney — 6'  1" — 160  lbs.  Dan  seemed  to  be  all  arms,  legs  and  hips,  but  when 
he  went  up  for  a  "pivot”  the  opponents  held  their  breath.  Had  the  very  bad  luck  of 
playing  behind  the  incomparable  Joe  Culhane.  Was  the  fanciest  pivot  man  seen  this 
year.  He  knew  just  when  to  pass  off  and  to  whom.  What  he  lacked  in  basketball  ability, 
he  made  up  in  knowledge.  Was  faithful  to  the  letter,  never  saying  "boo”  when  he  didn’t 
get  in  the  games.  Played  so  much  defensively  against  Joe  Culhane  that  he  gradually  knew 
his  every  step.  Though  he  was  always  willing  to  argue  he  was  as  popular  as  anyone  on 
the  squad. 

Of  course  we  will  always  remember  the  two  defeats  we  handed  the  much  taller 
Franklin  High  team;  how  we  sang  "We’re  Here  Because  We’re  Here,”  as  we  pushed  out 
of  the  crowded  Franklin  gym,  after  our  forces  had  given  us  only  a  slight  indication  of  the 
type  of  basketball  of  which  they  were  capable.  And  the  second  Franklin  game,  this  time 
at  the  Arena.  Yes,  we  were  really  in  the  big-time  at  last. 

Never  shall  we  forget  that  thrilling  Madison  High  game  which  was  our  first  loss 
in  12  games.  It  was  heartbreaking,  to  say  the  least,  to  lose  by  one  point  in  an  overtime 
period.  But  then,  what  team  could  be  expected  to  win  against  the  Sectional  Champs, 
when  its  coach  and  a  first  string  player  were  missing. 

The  Batavia  game  at  Batavia  in  which  Joey  Culhane  "dunked  in”  34  points  was  cer¬ 
tainly  a  sight  to  see.  Joe  broke  out  in  a  rash  of  baskets  right  after  the  starting  gun  had 
sounded.  In  the  course  of  the  evening  he  made  16  uninterrupted  points.  This  record  will 
probably  stand  for  many  years. 

After  taking  a  two-point  defeat  at  Oswego,  in  a  poorly  officiated  game,  our  boys 
bounced  back  and  handed  them  their  worst  beating  of  the  year.  In  this  second  game  with 
Oswego  at  Aquinas  everyone  was  "hot”  with  not  one  of  the  regulars  getting  less  than 
8  points.  Joe  Culhane,  as  usual,  was  there  to  grab  his  chunk  of  scoring  with  a  13-point 
effort. 
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In  the  first  game  of  the  St.  Joe’s  series,  all  hell  broke  loose.  With  "Old  Joe”  leading 
the  parade  with  24  points,  the  Maroons  marched  victoriously  through  to  a  60 — 22  con¬ 
quest.  This  loss  by  St.  Joe’s  was  avenged,  however,  in  Buffalo,  when  they  turned  back 
the  Dewey  Avenue  lads  to  the  tune  of  24 — 22. 

The  Dansville  game  at  Dansville  was  a  thrill-a-minute  affair  with  both  teams  build¬ 
ing  up  high  leads  only  to  have  them  knocked  down.  "Sparky”  Adams  was  the  savior 
that  night  as  he  "slipped”  one  in  from  the  corner  with  less  than  2  minutes  left  to  play'. 
With  a  thousand  of  the  local  fans  present,  it  was  almost  a  crime.  This  was  the  first  and 
only  game  in  which  the  Aquinas  cheering  section  was  led  by  a  group  of  girl  cheer  leaders. 
They  were  four  "lovies”  from  Groveland,  N.  Y.  The  crowd  was  bursting  with  laughter 
as  Don  Diehl  and  Tom  O’Hara  refused  to  give  the  ball  to  the  Ref.  Junnie  Costigan  ran 
wild,  as  he  did  in  the  first  Dansville  game,  amassing  13  points. 

The  Canisius  game  here,  was  a  battle  for  the  supremacy  of  the  state  in  parochial 
ranks.  Two  fast  smart  tricky  teams  battled  for  32  minutes  with  "our  gang”  ahead  at  the 
end.  With  Joe  Culhane  splitting  the  meshes  for  12  points,  the  battle  was  half  over  before 
it  started. 

The  C.  B.  A.  games  were  clear  examples  of  how  we  could  have  done  in  the  Little 
Falls  tournament.  We  defeated  them  both  times  by  a  13-point  margin.  Tom  O’Hara 
copped  the  scoring  laurels  in  the  first  game  with  a  13-point  total.  Joey  followed  closely 
with  9  points.  Graham  led  the  parade  in  the  second  game  with  a  12-point  score. 

At  the  end  of  the  regular  season,  we  were  invited  to  participate  in  the  Little  Falls 
Parochial  School  Tournament.  The  tournament  was  to  decide  the  Parochial  High  School 
Champions  of  the  Metropolitan  area.  With  a  record  such  as  ours,  we  were  naturally  ex-* 
pected  to  accept  the  offer.  All  expenses  for  three  days,  including  transportation,  room 
and  board,  would  have  been  paid.  It  would  have  been  a  great  way  of  attaining  publicity, 
starting  relations  with  other  schools,  and  spreading  our  fame.  It  would  have  been  a 
great  climax  to  a  wonderful  season.  And  what  team  was  more  deserving  of  the  privilege 
and  pleasure  of  this  adventure?  For  wasn’t  it  this  same  group  that  "made”  the  good 
basketball  teams  of  the  past  three  years?  Yet,  those  who  had  the  power  denied  us  this 
privilege.  Of  course  many  words  were  spilled  over  the  subject,  but  it  was  as  throwing 
gasoline  on  a  fire  when  C.  B.  A.  won  the  tournament  with  no  team  coming  within  20 
points  of  them. 
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What  was  the  secret  of  our  success,  you  ask?  Merely  this,  "a  poor  loser  is  a  frequent 


winner.
